It seems by the ac- 
count of the paper before us, that the boys succeeded in securing the 
lii|uor which they carried to the fellows who furnished them with, 
the money. 
This liquor was stored away and presented before the 


court as evidence last week. 
We are not pleading the cause of thc 


hotel men at DuBois if they really sold these boys liquor. 
If they 


did-so they did wrong, provided they knew the boys were under age. 
But it must be remembered it is mighty hard to tell sometimes just 
how old a boy is; and we venture the assertion that these boyi5 in 
question represented themselves as being of age in every instance. 
In that case it is the boys and men who bribed them to go there 
and lie that should be punished, not the hotel men. 
Imagine good 


citizens, among whom is a minister of the Gospel resorting to such 
low, underhand tricks to make a man violate law. 
It should be a 


crime punishable by fine and imprisonment for any person to induce 
an infant t6 enter a saloon; and we are not just sure but that it 
•is a misdemeanor to do so. We know very well that if the boys 
sent to purchase the liquor were our boys, the fellows who sent 
them would suffer for it if it were in our power to bring it about. 
Our ministers will pray to the Almighty not to lead us into tempta- 
tion; yet they place temptation in the way of boys by sending them 
in saloons to lie in order to purchase whiskey. 
We have no quarrel 


with the people for trying to put liquor down; that is their privilege. 
But they should make the fight in an open above-board manner, and 
not resort to mean, low underhand trickery as the men in question 
are alleged to have done in the case. 
They can't win their cause by 


using unfair means. 
The American people as a general thing, love 


fair play; they are generally willing that the Golden Rule, promul- 
gated by Confucius and sanctioned by the Christ should enter into 
all worldly transactions. 
Just how these men of DuBoi« can square 


their acl in the case above cited, with the Golden Rule, is beyond our 
ken.

But it must be remembered it is mighty hard to tell sometimes just 
how old a boy is; and we venture the assertion that these boyi5 in 
question represented themselves as being of age in every instance. 
In that case it is the boys and men who bribed them to go there 
and lie that should be punished, not the hotel men. 
Imagine good 


citizens, among whom is a minister of the Gospel resorting to such 
low, underhand tricks to make a man violate law. 
It should be a 


crime punishable by fine and imprisonment for any person to induce 
an infant t6 enter a saloon; and we are not just sure but that it 
•is a misdemeanor to do so. We know very well that if the boys 
sent to purchase the liquor were our boys, the fellows who sent 
them would suffer for it if it were in our power to bring it about. 
Our ministers will pray to the Almighty not to lead us into tempta- 
tion; yet they place temptation in the way of boys by sending them 
in saloons to lie in order to purchase whiskey. 
We have no quarrel 


with the people for trying to put liquor down; that is their privilege. 
But they should make the fight in an open above-board manner, and 
not resort to mean, low underhand trickery as the men in question 
are alleged to have done in the case. 
They can't win their cause by 


using unfair means. 
The American people as a general thing, love 


fair play; they are generally willing that the Golden Rule, promul- 
gated by Confucius and sanctioned by the Christ should enter into 
all worldly transactions. 
Just how these men of DuBoi« can square 


their acl in the case above cited, with the Golden Rule, is beyond our 
ken.
